yet taken. He felt that the time 
element makes' this method diffi- 
cult. 


The second approach could be 


thfough Alaska where, he pointed 
out, we have the problem of con- 
stant 
bad weather and no suit- 


able harbors for a fleet of any 
size. It would be Impossible, he 
said, to attack from this area 
without the use of aircraft car- 
riers, which are less effective than 
land bases for the 
operation of 


planes, troops and equipment. 


Siberia couI4.be a third avenue 


of approach. He pointed out tliat, 
while the Russians and the Jap- 
anese are technically at 
peace, 


this status might change at any 
time. He felt Russia is too much 
occupied in the . west to 
think 


about opening a new frontier for 
some time yet. 


The fourth method ft* suggest- 


ed could be 
overland through 


China. It felt It impossible to ac- 
complish much until the United 
Nations can get 
more supplies 


through India to China. The only 
route .now open Is by air, but the 
recapture of Burma would open 
the way for sending In supplies, 
he believed. China has unlimited 
man power and small arms fac- 
tories, but no heavy 
equipment,

bases from which the

In this hypotheti- 
cal state, the highway commission 
now has about $3,500,ODO for new 
construction, maintenance and 
administration, against a pre-war 
total of $16,000,000. 
. Rationing, says Jlr. Bailey, has 
cut 40 per cent or approximately 
$15,000,000 off highway revenues. 
This .decline includes taxes on 
fuel and taxes on cars (both li- 
censes and sales). 


N ADDITION, there is no fed- 
1 eral aid this year, which means 
the 49th slate will lose 53,000,000 
more. War or no war, he says, the 
$7,000,000 service on debts (pay- 
ment of interest and retirement 
of bonds) will have to be paid. So 
also will the average $4,300,0(10 
taken out of highway funds every 
year for non-highway purposes. 
Incidental and fixed charges bring 
this outgo up to something like 
$18,000,000. That accounts (with 
rationing revenue losses) for $33,- 
000,000. 
Pre-war revenues for this av- 


erage state from all sources were 
JM.OOD.WO. That leaves_$5,000,000 
for construction, maintenance, 
etc., that formerly absorbed more 
than three times that much. But 
the pre-war highway dollar (be- 
cause of rising costs) is worth 
now only about 73 cents. That re- 


duces $5,000,000 on a pre-war ba- 
sis to $3,500,000. 


That certainly is an eyeful ol 


figures and there's nothing duller, 
but it's proof positive that if Mr 
Bailey has added right and this 
war goes on for a year or two 
without -some road relief, the 
great national and rural highway 
system of this country is going to 
be reminiscent of the early 'twen- 
ties.

GARDENS EMPHASIZED

Strasn Need of Raising; Crops;; 


Unit Plans Information 


Center 


The importance of home gar- 


dens was emphasized by Profes- 
sor Albert E. Wilkinson, exten- 
sion specialist at the "University of 
Connecticut, in an address be/ore 
the Newport Horticultural Soci- 
ety Tuesday ni§ht. He predicted 
that only a third of the potato 
crop will be available 
for the 


American public. . Neither Rhode 
Island nor Connecticut have suit- 
able storage facilities for fresh 
vegetables, he pointed out, and 
recommended that each person 
store away 100 jars for next win- 
ter. People must raise food and 
preserve it. he emphasized. Pro- 
fessor Wilkinson advised the mem- 
bers to buy seeds now before the 
supply is exhausted. 


Setting up of an information 


center located centrally for the 
benefit of Victory Gardeners, was 
planned by the society after tha 
meeting. Literature and advice 
will be given at the information 
center. The meeting was conduct- 
ed by John A. Booth, president 
of the society, and was one of the 
best attended meetings held.in 
many years. 


Albert L. Angel, secretary of 


the society, Carl Garey, of the 
Fatm Bureau, and "Raymond 
Nortlirup, agricultural teacher at 
Rogers High School, 
were ap- 


pointed to further plans for the 
center.

and guests by Mr. Garey. HinU 
on plants were given by Mr. 
Northrup, who was recently ap- 
pointed to the home garden com- 
mittee, of Civilian Defense.
